Many on_ both 
sides apparentlv believe that| 
the crux of the issue is a full) 
stomach. with the result that 
a material value has been put} 
on freedom. Each side has} 
striven to outoromicse the oth_ 
er until it has become rank 
heresy to suggest that there 
may at times be lean going in 
the future. 

Millions expect government 
to furnish them jabs, to guar- 
antee peacetime prices, to 
protect them from the inse- 
curity of competition. They 
should remember that the 
more they ask of government,} 
the less freedom they will 
have. If government ends 
by owning most of industry
